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40/2mereas We have ben Advertiſed, That great number of Mariners and other 
YL Scataring Men (being Pur Natural-bown Subjects ) have betaken them⸗ 
s [clvrs to the Service of Fozeign Piinces and States, in this time of War, 
WB 47 When there is occalion to uſe Men of their So2t and Calling; We koz Re- 
duels thereof at pꝛelent, and fo: Preventing the like foz the future, by this 
Our Royal Pꝛoclamation (with the Advice of Our Pzivp Council) do 
lirifly Charge and Command all Maſters of Ships, Pilots, Mariners, 
7 Stamen, and other Srafaring Men Whatſoever, and Whereſoever (being 
Our Natural bon Subjects) who are in Service of any Fozeign Pzince 
02 State, 02 do Serve in any Fozeign Ships oz Ueflel, That fozthwith they 
and every of them do Withdzaw themſelves, and depart from ſuch Fozeign 
Serbices, and return home to their Native Tountries. And further, Tie 
do hereby ſtrictly Pꝛohibit and Foꝛbid all Maſters of Ships, Mariners, Sea⸗ 
men, and other Seafaring Men whatſoever (being Pur Natural bozn Subjets ) from Entring 
themſelves, and do hereby ſtrictly Charge and Command them and every of them from hencefoꝛth to fo2- 
bear to Enter themſelves into Pay, oz otherwiſe betake themſelves to the Service of any Fozrign 
Dinces 02 States, oz to Serve in any Fozeign Dhip oꝛ Ueſſel, without Dur Special Ticence firit Bad 
and Obtained in that behalt; to all which We expect due Obedience, and erac Confozmity. And tde 
do hereby Publiſh and Declare, That the Offenders to the contrary ſhall not only incur Our jul D: (+ 
pleaſure, but be p2oceeded againſt for their Contempt acco2ding to the utmoſt Severities of Zaw. And 
further, Tie do hereby Anthozize and Command all Pur Officers and Miniſters in Dur reſpective 
Pozes, and all Captains, Maſters, and other Officers Serving oz Employed in any of Our Ships 52 
Qeſlcls at Sca, to Stop and make Stay cf all ſuch Perſon and Perſons as (hall endeavour to Tranſ- 
poꝛt 02 Enter themſelves into the Service of any Fozeign jPzince oz State, contrary to the true intent 
and meaning of this Pur Royal Pzoclamation ; and alſo to ſeize upon, take, and bzing away all ſuch 
Mariners, Dcamen, and other Perſons afozcſatd, as ſhall at any time after the Firſt day of February next 
be found to be Employed, oz Serving in any She ps 82 Uellels belonging to any Foꝛeign P2ince o2 State, 
02 to any Merchant, oꝛ other Perlon o2 Perſons, being Subjects of any Fozeign Vyitice oz State. And 
We do hereby further Occlare, That incale any Mariner, Seamen, oz other Perlons afozcſaid, Serving 
in any Ships oz Ueſtels belonging to aup Fozeign P2ince oz State, 02 to any Merchants, o2 other Per⸗ 
ſons, being Subjects of any other Pzince oz State, (hall at any time after the ſaid Firſt day of February 
next be taken in tuch Service by any Ships of War brlonging to the Governinents of 4lgicrs, Tunis gz 
Tripoli, they Wall be left to remain in Slavery acco2ding to the Treaties and Capitulations between is 
and the (aid Governments in that behalt, and are not to expect to be demanded by Us,
